I. Claims 1, 7-9, and 15-16, drawn to a radio receiver having an interference 
canceller, a frequency offset estimator, and a radio transmitter including a 
frequency controller to adjust the carrier frequency of a transmitted signal, 
classified in class 455, subclass 1 14.2, 296. 

II. Claims 2, 10-14, and 17, drawn to a radio system comprising a phase 
difference measurement unit which measures the phase difference between the

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not similar for the reason as set forth above. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02) and 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
